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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The evidence submitted in the appendicies are 
not sufficient to overcome the 1 12 first rejection with regard to 'organic solvent.' It cannot be found where an ethanol and/or acetone 
extract was used to initially extract any plant material to obtain a stigmastan compound. Further, as stated in previous Office actions, 
stigmastan was not found in the ethanolic extract described by applicant. Again, the 2006 reference cited by applicant cannot be used to 
show predictability at the time this invention was made because the 2006 reference was published after the filing date of this application. 
It is noted that claim 47 is objected to and will be allowed if amended to recite all of the limitations of claim 32..
